To accomplish this we must 
invite money to develop our country.

er, every manufacturer and every la­ 
borer is dependent upon the success of 
those engaged in farming, and the 
business of all is increased or de­ 
creased in proportion to the yield of 
agricultural products. 
— “ The agitator does not advance the 
spirit of co-operation that is becoming 
so fixed in the minds of the public. 
The Interest of the man who produces 
cannot be promoted through that class 
of politician whose stock in trade is 
to condemn all corporations and in­ 
stitutions, regardless of whether they 
are law-abiding or law-breaking. The 
public speaker or candidate whose a r­ 
gument lies in the condemnation of 
corporations and wealth, and whose 
method is to instill a feeling of antag­ 
onism is not a true friend of the farm ­ 
er or of the country.

[TRAVELING WITH TAFT 


[Special Correspondence.] 
For four days the capital of the Unit- 
States was located at Gregory, Tex., 
ne of the small towns on Charles P. 
ft’s ranch. The stop afforded a fine 
pportunity for the president to recu­ 
perate from the fatigue of his long trip, 
there was real seclusion for him, as 
only a few of the members of his party 
accompanied him to the home of his 
brother. The newspaper men had head­ 
quarters several miles from the ranch, 
aud the only communication was by 
private telegraph and telephone. 


A rm y of Men Employed, 
p During his stay on the ranch Presi­ 
dent Taft went over tile big place pre! 
t.v thoroughly in automobiles, several 
Of which were at his disposal. This 
125,000 acre tract of laud and its vari­ 
ous interests and industries are divid 
cd into several different departments, 
Which give employment at this time to 
about 225 men. 
Even the cowboys here have lost 
their picturesqueness.

George T. Powell recently wrote a 
letter o£T“The Farm er’s Wastefulness” 


j which was printed in one of the secu­ 
lar dailies. Ile declares that “the most 
urgent problem before our nation to­ 
day is riot the tariff, but the preveu- 
) tion of the great wastefulness in agri­ 
cultural methods that occurs every­ 
where in the United States and the dis­ 
semination of scientific information 
that shall lead to soil restoration and 
Improvement.” 
The proposition is Ir­ 
refutable. 


I 
Responsible authorities have estimat­ 
ed the amount of the food bill of the 
American people at a little more than 
$12,000,000,000 a year. 
That both tho 
first cost aud the retail price of most 
of the articles on the list could be and 
should be materially reduced there can 
be no question. 
As Mr. Powell declare*, very few of 
fair farmers have even a vague notion 
of the cost of the products. The mak­ 
ers of farm implements, of clothing, 
hats, shoes, furniture and other arti­ 
cles bought by farmers, know” to the 
fraction of a cent the cost of the mer­ 
chandise. There are and there can be 
no wasteful or haphazard methods In 
manufacturing or in commercial busl- 
! ness. 
The inevitable penalty of indif­ 
ference to cost in those lines is failure. 
Except in 
rare instances, no other 
methods are followed ou the farm. In 
that industry it is not the producer 
upon whom the penalty falls. The con­ 
sumer pays for the waste, indifference 
and Ignorance of the producer. 
Because of sundry legends handed 
down from generation to generation 
there is a general belief that a farm ­ 
er’s life is of arduous and poorly re­ 
quited toil. Much of that belief is ut­ 
ter nonsense. 
The average farmer 
works harder today than does the av­ 
erage man iii any other line of indus­ 
try. His reward Is determined chiefly 
by th e I n ti 11 i u e n *frrv Ii Ic! I hi* ap p lies to 
his operations.
